WOMEN AND THE BONL:; 


From the Chicago Journal. 
Women have a somewhat different view­ 
point than men, a fact which gives woman 
suffrage its chief value. Whether one ap­ 
proves the feminine outlook or not, a de­ 
mocracy wants and must have the widest 
possible representative basis in order to 
function properly. 
Moreover, the sternest 
opponent of equal rights would admit that 
women are quicker to see social injustice 
and readier to remedy it than are men. On 
such matters—child labor, for example 
communities have advanced just about in 
proportion as men have accepted feminine 
leadership. 
That truth gives peculiar interest to the 
Literary Digest’s special poll of 2,000,000 
women on the soldiers’ bonus question. The 
country at large is almost evenly divided on 
this measure. The women are voting nearlv 
three to two in favor of it. Even in New 
England and the South Atlantic states, 
where penuriousness with public money is 
accounted the chief virtue, and where men 
are heavily against the bonus, the women 
are strongly for it. 
In the west, where 
even men are pro-bonus, women support 
this measure two or three to one. 
This vote is a political expression of the 
instinctive motherhood of the sex. On any 
question, such an expression is worthy of 
consideration and respect.
